Enema. 

The General Electric X-Ray Corporation pre- 
snted film entitled “A” for Atom, with Mr. 
Frank Holden submitting the introduction. The 
film dealt with animated description the 
structure the atom and the basic principles 
leading atomic fission. Included were 
illustrations the various uses atomic fission 
such fields metallurgy, medicine, chem- 
istry, biology, agriculture, and research. 

second film, “Taking the ‘X’ Out 
X-Ray,” showed Dr. Coolidge explaining some 
the basic technicalities involved the produc- 
tion x-radiation and radiographs with old- 
style tubes. 

Mr. Hugh Gibson, R.T., the Brandon 
Sanatorium, spoke “Clinical Photography,” 
using series slides illustrate the factors 
which must considered when photographing 
conditions before, during, and after treatment. 
His discussion included the importance posi- 
tioning, lighting, distance, and types film 
used. 

Mr. Earl Carlyle Picker X-Ray Corporation 
selected his subject the Land Camera and 
Polaroid method rapidly developing x-ray 
films. explained how the negative the 
Land camera coated one side with light- 
sensitive silver compound emulsion. There 
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pod containing viscous jelly one end the 
film. After exposure made, the film 
pulled through set rollers spreading the 
contents the pod over the surface the 
exposed negative, thus activating the emulsion. 
The positive covered coating barium 
which acts blotter, literally absorbing the 
image. The processing the film takes only 
one minute. 

Similar physical attributes and chemical 
changes the film apply the radiographic 
examination. The cassette containing the film 
has one screen and the development the 
positive film accomplished through the 
polaroid apparatus one minute.

the films resulting from sectional radio- 
graphy are just blur and who feel that 
the ordinary films are good enough 
reveal all the answers.

1931-1935—Ziedes des Plantes, a Dutchman, gave us the 
planigraph. 

1935—Grosseman, a German, described the tomograph. 

1935—Bozzetti, an Italian, improved on Vallebona’s work. 

1937—Twining, an Englishman, suggested a simple inex- 
pensive linkage tube fulcrum bucky, which 
brought sectional radiography into practical use. 

1938—Kieffer and Sherwood Moore described the lamina- 
graph. 

1948—De Abreu, of Brazil, described Simultaneous Tomo- 


graphy The American Journal Roentgenology 
of November. 


Watson, Englishman, described Trans- 
verse Secticnal Radiography and presented paper 
Simultaneous Multisection Radiography the 
6th International Congress Radiologists 1950.

The various methods and names which 
have been applied sectional radiography 
are follows: 


Planigram 
Tomography Tomogram

These terms apply mostly historical- 
different techniques, and are therefore 
not suitable for general reference. Body- 
section radiography term cumber- 
some. When you are looking 
references you realize what mass 
terminology has accumulated over the 
years. Canada yet have little 
literature the subject and going 
suggest the use the term “Sectional 
Radiography” describe the method and 
“Sectograms” designate the resulting 
radiographs. 


PRINCIPLES: 
Sectional Radiography the layer-by- 
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layer-by-layer study body tissues. 
its simplest form accomplished 
moving the x-ray tube and film oppo- 
site directions throughout the period 
the x-ray exposure. The degree and 
velocity these movements must 
reciprocally proportional. 


Objects the selected plane radio- 
graphy which are the level the 
fulcrum remain focus, while those 
other levels are blurred from view. 
have mentioned the simplest form rec- 
tilineal motion which will cause blurring. 
There are many elaborate pieces equip- 
ment which make use almost every 
conceivable type motion produce 
blurring the unwanted planes. These 
include spiral, vertical, circular, elliptical 
hypocycloid and clover leaf. trans- 
verse sectional radiography the tube 
stationary and the patient and film 
rotate. 


chief, Dr. Vaughan, states 
that after watching many these 
machines operation the 7th Interna- 
tional Congress Radiology Copen- 
hagen and elsewhere and after viewing 
the work and the Sectograms produced 
many them and comparing with the 
work simple rectilineal power driven 
planigraph—it his considered opinion 
that the equipment are now using 
quite adequate for routine work. The 
elaborate machines are masterpieces 
engineering skill. They also require con- 
siderable space, cannot readily utilized 
for routine radiographic procedures and 
are very costly. the event any 
mechanical failure would require 
skilled engineer provide adequate 
service. Some the chest men seem 
like sectional radiography done the 
vertical position. now possible 
obtain attachments for conventional x-ray 
equipment which will permit the taking 
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these vertical sectograms. The recum- 
bent position essential most sectional 
radiographic studies. Even 
diseases erect sectograms have fewer 
advantages than disadvantages. The in- 
stance which fluid level present 
cavity hardly requires sectional radio- 
graphy for its demonstration; its shifting 
under fluoroscopy generally adequate 
for such purposes. The disadvantage 
the erect position due principally the 
amount time consumed for careful sec- 
tional radiography. The examination 
requires that the patient stand perfectly 
still for considerable period time. 
This difficult for sturdy person and 
impossible for sick individual, even 
though the apparatus may permit them 
sit for the examination. Any shifting 
feet body weight, any swaying 
rotation, alters the projection lesion. 
Although patient may become uncom- 
fortable lying the x-ray table, 
easier for him maintain his position 
without suffering exhaustion.

the mastoids and tempero-mandibular 
joints certainly simplify the examination 
and help clarify pathology. 


When patient came the laboratory 
for x-ray the molar area with the 
possibility impacted third molars and 
was unable open his mouth, remem- 
bering the clarity sectograms the 
tempero mandibular joints decided 
some sectograms. the time the 
next patient came for the same type 
examination had system worked out 
that one exposure each side the 
face did the trick for both the upper and 
lower molars and the sections were thin 
enough cover each tooth and each 
root.

The apparatus for the purpose making simultaneous 
Tomograms consists of a film holder or cassette of suffi- 
cient depth to accommodate superimposition of various 
films separated by a variable distance (from 0.5 to 2.0 
cm.). cover provided with steel screws keeps con- 
tact the films, intensifying screens and spacers. The film 
holder is attached beneath the Bucky in such a way that 
the top film is at the level which the film would be in 
conventional tomography.

Misconceptions Regarding Reid’s Baseline

cedure understatement. The 
importance the subject exceeded only 
its complexity. For many years 
roentgenography the temporal bone 
was confined the mastoid area. To- 
day, however, following the development 
roentgenographic technique there 
increasing demand for the portrayal 
much more detailed information the 
roentgenography the temporal bone. 
receive requisition for roentgenograms 
the cerebello-pontile angle. This 
means that roentgenograms must pro- 
duced visualize the internal auditory 
meatus, petrous apex, semicircular canals, 
and other areas the middle and inner 
ear. The importance accuracy car- 
rying out this technical procedure 
realized when one hears that report 
Cushing stated that 68% all tumours 
with symptoms point unmistakably the 
cerebello-pontile Later writers 
this subject state that 80% all eighth 
nerve tumours should localized 
roentgenographic methods. Since pneu- 
mography may little assistance, 
imperative that the plain roentgeno- 
grams should excellent quality. 

true that great deal has already 
been written this aspect skull roent- 
genography and many useful gadgets 
have been devised. These devices have 
their place but with the anatomical varia- 
tions the human skull, there 
definite formula for every case and the 
technical procedure will always require 
the meticulous attention the technician. 

The object this discussion

Before describing technical details, 
might well present brief anato- 
mical review the regions under con- 
sideration. 


The external ear composed the 
auricle pinna and the external auditory 
meatus. The auricle cartilaginous 
framework the form elevations and 
depressions. The helix the outer rolled 
curved border the auricle and the anti- 
helix the smaller eminence immediately 
anterior the helix. The depressions 
between the helix and the antihelix are 
known the scaphoid and triangular 
fossae. The concha the large depres- 
sion the external ear between the anti- 
helix and the opening known the 
external auditory meatus. The tragus 
triangular portion cartilage arising 
from the anterior aspect the ear and 
projects posteriorly overlying the extern- 
auditory meatus. 


The surface landmarks used con- 
nection with the orbit are the bony ridge 
forming the upper border the orbit 
which called the supraorbital margin, 
the external canthus which the split 
angle the corner the eye between the 
edges the upper and lower eyelids, and 
the infraorbital margin, which the bony 
ridge forming the lower border the 
orbital cavity. 


addition some knowledge the 
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surface landmarks the ear and orbit, 
obvious that one must have starting 
point accurately defined. The starting 
point must agreed upon one 
establish roentgenographic techniques 
try duplicate techniques. Then base- 
line must selected the positioning 
the head. But this not enough. 
essential know where the internal hid- 
den structures, visualized 
avoided, lie relation the external 
landmarks. The need for accurate 
knowledge anatomy once appar- 
ent. With some idea the relationship 
the object visualized, the next 
step taken see that the central 
ray projected directly through it. 
avoid superimposition unwanted 
structures, the tube angulation must 
accurately determined. Here again the 
importance surface landmarks cannot 
over-emphasized they are funda- 
mental importance any roentgeno- 
graphic procedure. This may all appear 
very simple but actually there surpris- 
ing confusion the literature and even 
some textbooks regarding this very 
thing, notably Reid’s baseline. Accord- 
ing textbook normal anatomy the 
internal auditory meatus only cm. 
above the external auditory meatus. 
Therefore the external auditory meatus 
the surface landmark through which 
the central ray should pass the antero- 
posterior projection. 

The three baselines used roentgen- 
ography the skull are (see Figure 1): 

Orbitomeatal line. 

Reid’s baseline. 

German Frankfurt line hori- 

zontal. 

These three baselines are not synonymous 
and should not used interchangably. 

Orbitomeatal line (sometimes called 
the radiographic baseline) imaginary 
line extending from the external auditory 
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Figure Orbito-meatal line (sometimes called the 
radicgraphic baseline) extending from the external can- 
thus cf the eye to the external auditory meatus. 

German Frankfurt line extending from the infra- 
orbital margin the upper border the external auditory 
meatus. 

c. Reid's baseline extending from the infraorbital 
margin the center the external auditory meatus.

Reid’s baseline imaginary line 
extending from the lower border the

HILE doing radiographic work 
Denmark few years ago came

Radiographic Anatomy: 


The head the mandible lies the 
tempero-mandibular fossa, just anterior 
the external auditory meatus, and its 
movement can easily felt, and its posi- 
tion marked with skin pencil, when the 
patient opens and closes his mouth. 


When the mouth closed, the density 
the bones comprising the tempero- 
mandibular fossa obscures part the 
head the mandible. When, however, 
the mouth opened fully the head glides 
clear these bones, and can plainly 
lateral radiographs, with the mouth open 
and closed, shows the two positions.

Other structures which may obscure

tion and discussion topic which 
concern all Canadian Regis- 
tered X-Ray Technicians—a Standardized 
Salary Scale. 

will admitted all that our 
training schools are to-day graduating 
technicians for whom high standards have 
been set. The requirements for registra- 
tion are adequate and effective, but yet 
not even basic minimum salaries are 
established. 

Our society, although young, has 
accomplished much for the good our 
profession and now for the security 
the technician and stimulus higher 
professional qualification would seem 
imperative that Standardized 
Salary Scale, superimposed definite 
basic minimum salary, should estab- 
lished it. 

One method evaluating services ren- 
dered that all factors receive due con- 
sideration system points for each 
variable. The principal factors job 
evaluation used many hospitals and 
large industrial organizations are broad 
outline: Education, Experience, Initia- 
tive—complexity Work, Effort—both 
physical and mental, Responsibility and 
Working Conditions. These lend them- 
selves analysis even the finest point 
that each factor may weighed 
receive its due merit compensation. 

The range points allotted 
each basic factor evaluating the techni- 
cian’s job could set down some 
organization such our C.S.R.T., 
the Canadian Hospital Association. For 
example, the points for Education could

the intermediate rating also many cases 
would determined it. evaluating 
intangibles, such initiative, complexity 
work, working conditions, the respon- 
sibility would necessity fall jointly 
the radiologist and the administrator 
the individual hospitals. 

Before discussing detail the range 
points for each variable might well 
review organizational chart for 
Department Radiology show the 
importance and complexity the work 
x-ray technician. Such chart also 
shows the organization the department 
and the lines authority. 

studying the chart will seen 
that the supervisory technician has very 
important position necessitating ad- 
vanced education and extensive training. 
This position carries with high respon- 
sibilities and obvious all deserves 
correspondingly high remuneration. 

The technician with less education, less 
training and less responsibility would 
naturally receive lower salary but 
should possible obtain higher 
salary when position and training warrant 
it. 

important that those deserving 
increase should attain and unless one 
has some definite factors which base 
opinion, wage increases are sometimes 
just given automatically and not for merit. 
superior ability not recognized there 
often lack incentive.

x-ray departments for practical training and 
find after two years training and passing the 
C.S.R.T. exams their salary lots instances 
would lower than the janitors who cleaned 
the department. you wonder that many 
students failed finish the course and now the 
University has dropped the course entirely? 
Somewhere something wrong. that 
sell ourselves too cheaply? not think 
would committing breach professional 
ethics took leaf from the books the 
Laboratory Technicians, Canadian Physio- 
therapy Association and many other organiza- 
tions who, like our own, are allied the medical 
profession. All have approved training centres 
and recommended minimum and maximum

necessary changes the By-laws the Society. 


One week later copies the correspondence 
and suggested By-law changes proposed 
Mr. Curran were forwarded the members 
the Committee Mrs. Hood. Gleanings 
from the Minutes the 11th Annual Meeting 
referable the Committee Law were also 
enclosed. review the correspondence from 
Mr. Curran revealed that advised complete 
revision the Constitution provided the Society 
were accordance with this undertaking. 
also advised established register. Sugges- 
tions regarding this revision were requested 
from the Committee Law the Secretary, 
with the request that they submitted Mr. 
Curran early possible. 


September 10th letters co-ordination 
the Committee Law were sent the 
members this Committee the Chairman. 
discussion Mrs. Hood’s correspondence 
was enclosed. Personal comments concerning 
By-law changes were referred the members 
this Committee for discussion. 
change was suggested By-law with re- 
wording Sections and (a). Comments 
were requested from the members this Com- 
mittee (1) the deadline for payment dues, 
and (2) the advisability complete revision 
the Constitution funds were available. Early 
replies were requested. 


September 30th acknowledgement was 
received from the Secretary this letter. Com- 
ments were received the suggestions made 
and stationery and copies Constitution were 
forwarded the members the Secretary. 


October 19th, Mrs. Hood forwarded 


copy letter from Mr. Curran concerning 
the establishment “place head office,” 


and “membership non-resident members and 
their ability hold office.” was stated 
our legal adviser that the place head office 
should named the By-laws, should 
the necessity change arise the future, 
would simple matter change the By-law. 


November the Chairman the Commit- 
tee Law corresponded with the members 
this Committee regarding the revision the 
Constitution, suggesting that all members 
this Committee study and comment the draft 
the new Constitution. this connection, 
the Chairman suggested that permission might 
obtained from the Canadian Medical Associa- 
tion use the address their head office 
Toronto the place head offfice the 
C.S.R.T. supporting this suggestion, was 
stated that this head office permanently 
established and equipped with executive secre- 
taries and assistant secretaries, therefore the 
location can considered permanent. This 
would mean that all correspondence would 
through this office. General correspondence 
would, usual, submitted the Secretary 
the C.S.R.T., but would merely used 
head office address permanent base 
through which the Secretary the C.S.R.T.

This report covers the four issues from No. 
1953, No. 1954. The number pages 
(exclusive covers) averaged per issue, the 
same 1952-53. For convenience will the 
balance this report refer the period 
last year’s report and this year’s 


Eighteen articles were published 1954, 
which happens the same number 
but they occupied 7814 pages compared with 
pages last year. 


C.S.R.T. material took pages and 
this pages were occupied the 
Registry, leaving pages for actual C.S.R.T.

news and pages Registry. The extra 
pages news last year largely accounted for 
the International Convention publicity. You 
will note that the Registry takes almost 50% 
more space this year, containing over 900 names, 
against 693 last year.

Three years 
ago, 1951, the Registry only took seven pages 
compared with fourteen and half pages this 
year.
